S a couch on fire and threw it off a 
balcony - the people who owned the 
house were doing it too, not just the 
bands. People were using a police 
shield to protect themselves while 
we were throwing 40s at them. My 
1 friend got electrocuted. Everything 
got annhiliated. People talk about the 
morning after that party the same way 
they talk about 9/11.1 could write a 
book about that party. 


CREATE YOUR OWN BEER 


up and there was vomit all over the 
wall, it looked like someone shot it 
from a fire hose. I didn’t remember 
doing it so I swore that someone broke 
into our house and threw up all over 
the place. It was like something out of 
Ghostbusters. It was gross. 

BREAK SHIT 

I broke a load of shit in my house one 
time, not in a violent way, in a ‘Woohoo, 
I’m having fun!’ way. I haven’t done 
that for a while but I’ve been known 
to throw bottles across the room and/ 
or break stuff unintentionally - or 
intentionally but just for the sake of 
humour.

FIND A PARTY BASE 

We just toured with Exodus and we 
really got along with those dudes. They 
had a lot of alcohol with them and they 
like to go out and play thrash music. 

We had a day off while driving from 
Texas to Florida and we stopped in this 
small beach town. There was like 40 of 
us with bands and crew from Exodus, 
Anthrax and Municipal Waste and we 
took over this really small beach bar. 
The people that worked there looked 
worried at all these guys turning up 
until they realised we were spending 
a lot of money on shots and food. We 
ended up staying there for 12 hours. 

A storm came through where they 
had to close down the bar but they 
kept us in it because they loved us 
so much. This fucking tsunami, this 
crazy fucking rainstorm came through 



and everybody was cheering and the 
power kept going off. When we left 
the bartender was crying that she was 
going to miss us. 

DON’T BE A DICK 

You've got to remember to respect 
women, that's a big one. A lot of guys 
get drunk and do stupid shit and think 
they can blame it on being drunk 
which is bullshit. Stay hydrated, drink 
a lot of water. And do your best to not 
pee yourself, you know? 

HOLD IN YOUR PISS 

I’m very good at not pissing myself. 
There's been a couple of run-ins with 
people we’ve toured with. The first 
merch guy we ever had on the first 
night of our first US tour pissed himself 
and all over our t-shirts. We had one 
box of shirts for a two-month tour and 
he peed all over them, so if you bought 
a Waste shirt on our first tour then it 
had our merch guy Ryan's pee on it. 


GET STUCK INTO 
FESTIVALS 

I’m a little blown out from last 
summer's festivals still. We were in 
Europe for two months just playing 
festivals, this year we’re only doing a 
couple of weeks - Bloodstock being one 
of them. I’m really excited to see King 
Diamond. I think everyone has been 
talking about it every day for the past 
few months. We're very excited to say 
the least. We'll party all night if our 
plane isn’t early the next day, although 
we say that and usually do it anyway. 

HANG OUT WITH COOL 
DUDES 

If you're on tour with fun guys and cool 
people you're gonna party more. But if 
you're touring with a bunch of wieners 
in the winter it's gonna suck. But if the 
weather’s right, the bands are cool and 
girls are around, things can get crazy. 
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Check out Municipal Waste at Bloodstock this August

HI BILLY! SEASON SIX IS COMING OUT 
ON DVD JUST AS IT WAS ANNOUNCED 
THAT SEASON SEVEN WILL BE THE LAST. 
FUTURAMA HAS BEEN CANCELLED 
TWICE BEFORE - DID YOU KNOW THIS 
WAS COMING? 

I guess, from my experiences with the show, 
I was just always happy we were doing it 
when we were doing it. We’d get cancelled, 
but I’d just think ‘Well, this show’s too good 
to not be on TV, somebody’s got to pick it up.’ 
Right now, we’re about to broadcast the best 
season of the entire run. I think somebody’s 
gonna go ‘Wait a minute, what is this?’ and 
try to pick it up. 

YOU VOICE HALF THE MAIN CHARACTERS 
ON THE SHOW. CAN YOU JUMP STRAIGHT 
FROM ONE VOICE TO ANOTHER? 

We record it that way. If there’s four voices 
of mine coming up in the script, I’ll just 
transition in and out of them. There’s some 
weird stuff in there, but I have had a lot of 
training - I’ve been doing a lot of shows 
for years, and on most of them I’ve done 
multiple voice work. In the world of radio, 
everything was live. 

DO YOU FIND YOURSELF SUPPING INTO 
VOICES IN EVERYDAY UFE? 

It happens periodically, depending on 
what the situation is. I usually try to defuse 
any negative situation with voices. I'll say 
something that’s really on my mind in a 
voice to distance myself from it but still get 
the point across. 

AS A VOICE ACTOR, DO YOU GET WEIRDLY 
RECOGNISED WHEN YOU’RE IN SHOPS? 
PEOPLE LOOKING AT YOU, TRYING TO 
PLACE YOU? 

Yeah. I get a lot of people trying to figure it 
out. I just think it's funny. I never really cared 
about being a celebrity - they weren’t my 
heroes, artists were. I never had a big interest 
in fame, I only ever cared about the work. 
WHEN VOICE ACTING, DO YOU MOVE 
AROUND AND ACT STUFF OUT? 

I’m pretty stationary. I do a lot of facial 
expressions, and a little bit of physicality, 
but not much. Celebrities kind of come i 


and wave their arms around in front of 
a microphone, and I say to myself ‘You don’t 
need to do that.' 

DO YOU HAVE ANY ADVICE FOR 
WANNABE VOICE ACTORS? 

You have to be where people need what you 
do. Morning radio was how I got started. I 
was thrown into a morning show and had 
to figure out howto do things, record myself 
and produce stuff. Everything was hands- 
on, you had to splice tape, and you were up 
against it. I kinda liked it, though. Because of 
the internet there's always going to be brand- 
new media that’ll need voices. 

WILL MACHINES EVER BE ABLE TO 
PROPERLY SYNTHESISE THE HUMAN 
VOICE? 

They're getting better, but hopefully I'll be 
floating around on a tropical island in an 
inner tube wearing a straw hat when the 
machines take over.

Moths have always been something 
that I’ve been interested in - there’s a 
poem by Tennessee Williams called 
Lament For The Moths about how moths 
are the artists and poets of soci^Jy 
who’re downtrodden by mammoths 
and I quite like that imagery. And I 
like the idea that everyone remembers 
from their GCSE science classes about 
evolutionary theory that black moths 
took over from peppered moths because 
of industrialisation. I like the idea of a 
darkened society and the moth evolving 
to become blacker - it also resonated with 
our views on society (laughs). 


YOU’RE PLAYING LOADS OF FESTIVALS, 
ANY CRAZY STORIES FROM LAST YEAR? 

We played Leeds/Reading really early in 
the day on the BBC Introducing stage so 
that just gave us carte blanche to spend 
the rest of the day getting hammered.

My two favourites this year are probably

special to me. In terms of summing up my 
crapestries: they are generally either rather 
juvenile corruptions, weird or tragic.

Carey remembers Kelly Slater calling 
me Ozzy Wrong when we were 
making a surf movie called Doped 
Youth - which is when we started our 
band. Either a hater or a Slater gave 
me that nickname and I liked the 
sound of it so I just started signing 
paintings and things Ozzy Wrong, but 
Oscar Billy Wright is my real name. 
YOU'VE SAID THAT SUREING HAS 
OVERTAKEN SKATEBOARDING IN 
THE SENSE OF 'CREATIVE' PEOPLE. 

WHY DO YOU THINK SURFING HAS 
HAD A'BORING'LABEL PUT ON IT 
FOR SO MANY YEARS? 

I think there has been an explosion 
of new ideas in surfing in the last ten 
years mainly due to the inclusion 
and acceptance of all the different 
types of boards that are being ridden 
out there today. Surfing tried really 
hard for a long time to be a real sport 
and so it got a bit too serious - at least 
that’s how the media had portrayed 
it - but now it’s gotten back to its roots 
as a bloody fun lifestyle to live and an 
awesome form of physical expression, 
even the top performing pros are into 
other things - Jon Ion skates like a 
badass and Dane Reynolds loves art. 

WHAT OTHER SURFERS DO YOU 
THINK ARE FLYING THE FLAG FOR 
THIS RAD NEW SURF WORLD? 

I think Mason Ho is the most creative 
surfer I've seen in years. Then you 
have Derek Hynd, who's in his fifties 
and has devoted the last seven years 
of his life to surfing exclusively 
without fins and as a result has done 


* 
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some of the most exciting surfing 
I've ever seen. Then you have the big 
wave guys who are defying death 
every swell and the photos that you 
see nowadays of those guys are like 
the illustrated posters of yesteryear 
coming true. You got Ryan Burch and 
Al Knost and Ellis Ericson making 
their own boards and shredding with 
style that ain't been seen for decades, 
heaps of kids are out there just going 
for it in whatever way they want - it s 
just so fun to watch. 

WHEN DID YOU START DRIVING 
WITH YOUR KNEES? 

I was in Hawaii about five years ago 
and I bought a ukulele for my gal and 
I loved playing. I got so addicted that 
I learnt to drive really well with my 
knees so I could play the uke on the 
road. I don't want to encourage that 
kind of behaviour though! I can also 
pick things up pretty good with my 
toes like a monkey.

When I was about fifteen, me and 
Skream used to use this programme 
called FL Studio, and Brand Nu Flava 
had this bass that we tried to replicate. 
We looked everywhere while we were 
trying to recreate it and eventually we 
got this machine called the TS404, 
messed around with it for a bit and 
eventually came up with the sound, it 
was so good. We just spent the next 
two years making songs with this 
sound - it's where the whole dubstep 
wobble came from for us.

Sf WOLF 


FOUND ON: Wolf, single 
(1997) 

It's a bad boy tune. I used to listen to 
tape packs when I was younger 
because I had two older brothers who'd 
go to all these jungle and garage raves, 
like Sun City and Helter Skelter, and 
they'd come back and tell me all about 
them. I really wanted to go, so I used to 
listen to the tapes with Skibadee on 


them, and when Wolf came on you 
could hear the place erupt, he’d spit 
these bars and it was mental. 


AZZIDO DA BASS 

, , DOOMS NIGHT (TIMO 
' MAAS REMIX) 

FOUND ON: Dooms 
Night, single (1999) 

This is such a bad tune, it’s got an 
instantly recognisable bassline. I used 
to play this track around the time I first 
started playing shows when I was 
about thirteen -1 was just this little kid 
and I’d turn up with my plastic Tesco 
bag full of records to these raves! Those 
were the days, man. 

THE PRODIGY 
NO GOOD (START 
THE DANCE) 

FOUND ON: Music For 
The Jilted Generation (1994) 

There’s not much of a story behind this 
choice but The Prodigy are a massive 
influence on my music, always have 
been, always will be. They inspire me 
in terms of energy and how their 
tracks always stand out from the rest 
no matter what. I’ve been playing their 
tunes since back in the day. Legends. 

J APHEX TWIN 
WINDOW LICKER 

FOUND ON: Window 
Licker single (1999) 

This is a mental one. I’ve lost count of 
how many times that video freaked 
me out. I remember watching it and 
just thinking “Fucking hell, that’s 
fucking weird!” Imagine you're 
fourteen and you see that - it just stuck 
in my head forever and now any time 
someone mentions Aphex Twin I 
instantly think of that video. I 
remember listening to some of the 
weirder songs he’d done, these seven or 
eight minute long tunes, that were just 
full of these crazy changes in tempo 



and mental drums. Aphex Twin did 
one song full of these weird sounds 
that sounded like the Devil talking - 
that track directly inspired a song on 
my new album called Click And Tap. 


GAT DECOR 


FOUND ON: Passion, 
single (1992) 

This is the shit that used to get me 
going, this track with the 303 Bass Line 
[a bass synthesiser]. It’s one of those 
tracks where you might not recognise 
the name but you'll recognise the tune 

- what a riff! I love tracks like this! I 
still try to make songs like Passion. I’ve 
got a track I just made on Chapter II 
that sounds pretty much like this song 

- it’s still influencing me today.

Three years after Kill ‘Em All, labels like 
Megaforce and Metal Blade were signing 
bands like Exodus, Anthrax and the mighty 
Slayer. Slayer are one of the heaviest bands 
of all fucking time and their best record to 
date was the thrash bible - Reign In Blood. 
Less than half an hour long, it’s a legendary 
record that still sounds evil. Angel Of Death 
is one of the most horrifying songs ever 
recorded thanks to the engine-revving 
guitar and Tom Araya’s ear-piercing scream. 

At the other end of the vocal scale is Dave 
Mustaine's snarl. Since being kicked out of 
Metallica before the release of Kill ‘Em All, 
Mustaine vowed his revenge and formed 
Megadeth, and it was their album Peace 
Sells... But Who’s Buying? that put them on 
the map. Mustaine often splits opinion but 
it’s hard to ignore his ability. As much of a 
dick as he can be at times, he deserves more 
credit for the success of thrash. 

But nothing was going to stop Metallica. 
Master Of Puppets went platinum six times 
in the States and turned them into 
a household name. Everyone knows the 
title track, and Battery, and... fuck it, 
you know them all! Everything was ^ 

set for Metallica until one night in We£ 
Sweden. While on tour the band's P^ ^ 

bus skidded off the road and bassist 
Cliff Burton died. Cliff’s death marked on 

a significant moment in thrash as he w 

had written some of Metallica's best * 

songs - following Cliff’s death, Metallica 
began to move away from thrash.

At the forefront of the thrash movement 
was The Big Four - Metallica, Megadeth, 
Slayer and the East Coast heroes Anthrax. 
But unlike their thrashy brethren, 
Anthrax's lyrics were non-violent and 
vocalist Joey Belladonna could actually 
sing - something ignored by the majority 
of thrash bands. They pioneered a lot 
of aspects of metal that we know today 
including blast beats that drummer Charlie 
Benante helped popularise. But perhaps 
their biggest influence came through a 
team-up with hip-hop supremos Public 
Enemy on a re-recording of Bring The 
Noise. This paved the way for rap metal 
and arguably nu-metal - a genre that still

In 1991 the inevitable happened. The 
fathers of thrash finally made it into the 
mainstream and left their comrades in the\ 
dust.

It's sold 30 
million copies worldwide and was their 
first ever #1 album in the USA with five

Metal was seen as music to be laughed at. It 
was a circus of posers and brightly-coloured 
costumes wailing about women and 
partying. Grunge was the antidote to this. 
Flannel shirts, shaggy hair and ripped jeans 
replaced black tees, long hair and spikes. No 
more guitar solos, no more image, no more 
metal. Well, except for one... 

Pantera could have so easily fallen by 
the wayside. Originally a glam-metal band, 
the pioneers of groove metal found their 
feet with 1990's Cowboys From Hell and 
from that point on there was no going back. 
Follow-up Vulgar Display Of Power is one 
of the best metal albums of all time and 
managed to go platinum in the US during 
a time when the scene was deemed dead. 
These Texan mentalists were flying the flag 
high for thrash with obvious influences 
coming from Metallica and Venom but 
there was an inherent groove element 
coming in from the hardcore scene.

Today metal is alive and well, and we 
can thank thrash for that. If it wasn't 
for bands like Metallica and Megadeth 
taking music to the extreme and turning 
everything up to eleven we'd be stuck 
with glam metal - and who the fuck'd 
want that? Festivals like Bloodstock are 
keeping the scene alive with red-blooded 
thrashy bastards Anthrax, Exodus, Slayer, 
and Municipal Waste. In 2013 metal is 
on the rise in Britain. Bands like While 
She Sleeps have cracked the hallowed 
ground of primetime Radio One and are 
moving further up the bill at festivals. 
Sure, this isn't the same sound that 
came blasting out of DIY shows in Los 
Angeles, San Francisco and New York in 
the early 80s, but the influence is there.

of us as a part of the alumni is very 
very exciting. With this record we 
wanted to say something and to say 
it through the vessel that is Epitaph 
is really cool. It's not a wild departure 
from our previous record by any 
means, it’s very much Letlive in its 
essence. We believe that when you’re 
in a band you need to evolve and 
develop and with that come "music 
that sounds different. The attitude 
and the ideas are still the same and 
that's what Letlive is. It’s an idea. 

AN IDEA? 

It’s trying your best to understand. 
Not in the sense to decipher or 
distinguish things in any certain 
scenario but to understand yourself 
and your environment. It’s not this 
hippy way of life; it’s just trying 
to exist with others. Do you while 
letting other people do them. Be 
what you wanna be and understand 
that everything is subjective. 

ON STAGE YOU’RE KNOWN AS A 
WILD FRONTMAN, WHERE DOES 
THAT ENERGY COME FROM? 

It goes back to things that have 
happened and things that I 
want to say and do amassing 
themselves inside of me. It’s the 
most appropriate form I get to let 
it out, instead of walking down the 
street yelling. That’s the beauty of 
art. Art allows you to be that person 
that is atypical, that person that 
is outside of the box, that strange 
person. But people also connect with 
that. It’s in all of us and to watch 
someone do things you either want 
to do or things you could never do is 
inspiring. I don’t mean me, I mean 
watching other people too. On stage 
there's 30 minutes to an hour to let it 
all out so I’m going to use it wisely. 
DO YOU BECOME SOMEONE ELSE? 
It’s definitely a Jekyll & Hyde 


thing. Right now I’m not throwing 
anything or yelling but if you put the 
band behind me and gave me a mic 
then I very certainly would punch 
stuff out the window. It’s a time 
and a place sort of thing, but I want 
people to feel in those moments 
with us that they can be whoever 
and whatever they want. There's 
an understanding and a level of 
acceptance and freedom. 

HAVE YOU EVER GOT INTO 
TROUBLE ON STAGE? 

All the time, every tour something 
happens that means we have to sit 
down. I own up to what I do, I have 
since I was a kid. If you do something 
you’ve got to take your repercussions 
so there’s many times where I need 


to sit down and speak with the 
promoter, the sound guy, a kid’s 
parents, and explain what happened 
and see if there’s anything I can do 
to rectify the situation - whether it’s 
paying for something or apologising 
- and I’m willing to do so. 

SO WHAT’S THE OVERALL GOAL? 
For Letlive to be a thing. Not just a 
band, not just music, but an idea 
and something people want to be 
a part of. Something that makes a 
difference, somehow or some way. 
We’re making a difference musically 
but socially and culturally would 
be amazing. These are the things 
that are so attractive in living and 
existing. If Letlive can be significant 
in that sense it would be incredible.

FILMS WHERE actors and actresses play 
themselves are more often than not a bit 
of a circle-jerk. However, sometimes it 
works (Neil Patrick Harris in the Harold 
And Kumar movies, Van Damme in 
JCVD), so what of Hollywood's latest 
‘look-at-me' - This Is The End? 

Well, it's certainly self-indulgent - 
massively so - but luckily it's really 
bloody fucking funny SO IT'S OK.
